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PROPERTY RESPONSIBILITY. 



GENERAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

1. l¥ho are responsible for Ordnance Property.— Every com- 
missioned oflScer of the army, whether in the Regular, Volunteer, or 
Militia service, no matter what his rank; all ordnance sergeants 
attached to the Regular Army, and all military storekeepers of 
Ordnance, are held strictly accountable at the Treasury Department 
for all Ordnance and Ordnance Stores intrusted to their care, the 
property of the United States: either for which they may have given 
their receipts, or where there is evidence (such as the certified 
invoice of the officer issuing the stores) that such stores have been 
sent them, they will, in like manner, be held accountable for them. 

PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

9. At Armories, Arsenals, or Ordnance Depots.— The military 
storekeeper attached to a national armory, an arsenal, or an ordnance 
depot, is responsible for all Ordnance and Ordnance Stores at the 
armory, arsenal, or depot, excepting such ordnance tools, machines, 
or other stores, including public horses and oxen, as may be required 
for the current service of the post, all of which are placed in charge 
of the commanding oflScer thereof. 

At arsenals, ordnance agencies or depots, where there is no 
storekeeper, the commanding ofiicer will be held responsible for the 
safe-keeping and preservation of all public property committed to his 
charge; but he may assign to a junior officer of the arsenal or depot 
the immediate charge of it, and also the duty of preparing the 
proper returns. (Articles 40 and 50, Ordnance Regulations of 1852; 
and paragraphs 1399 and 1400, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

3. Of Coniniandingr Officers of Posts.— The commanding officer 
of each post will be accountable for all Ordnance and Ordnance 
Stores at the post, not issued to the company or detachment com- 
manders, or not in charge of an officer of ordnance, or a storekeeper. 
(Paragraph 1389, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

4. Of Colonels or other Contntandinfi: Officers of Regiments.— 

Upon a new regiment of Volunteers or Militia being mustered into 
the service of the United States, the practice has been for the State 
authorities, or the Ordnance Department to cause their arms, accoutre- 
ments, or equipments to be invoiced direct to the officer in command 
of the whole regiment. In such a case, it becomes the duty of this 
officer to receipt for all such stores, and, at the proper time, (see para- 
graph 17,) to make a return of the same to the Ordnance Department. 
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He shoald, however, as soon as possible, transfer the accountability 
for the arms and accoutrements in the hands of the men to the com- 
manding officers of the respective companies, and all surplus stores 
of whatever description should be turned over to the regimental 
quartermaster. Each lot should be duly invoiced to the officer 
receiving it, as directed in paragraph 25. 

5. Of Commandiiigr Officers of Companies and Detachments. 
The commander of each company or detachment will be accountable 
for all Ordnance and Ordnance Stores issued to his command* 
(Paragraphs 1389 and 1390, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

6. Of the Regimental llaartermaster.— The Quartermaster being 
charged with the general care of all supplies and surplus stores for the 
use of the regiment, it is fully within the province of the commanding 
officer to direct him to take charge of all surplus Ordnance Stores, 
including spare parts and tools for repairs. (Paragraph 1, Revised 
Regulations of the Army.) But where the companies of a regiment 
are not serving together, such supplies should be duly distributed to 
each, and account-ed for by the commanding officers of companies. 

Y. Of Recruiting Officers.— Officers detached on recruiting duty, 
having Ordnance Stores in their possession, are required to make all 
the returns prescribed. (Paragraph 962, Revised Regulations of 
the Army.) 

8. Of Ordnance Sergeants.— An ordnance sergeant in charge of 
Ordnance Stores, at a post where there is no commissioned officer, 
will be held responsible for the safe-keeping of the property, and he 
will be governed by the regulations of the Ordnance Department in 
making issues of the same and in preparing and furnishing the 
requisite returns. (Paragraphs 140, 141, 144, Revised Regulations, 
of the Army; and Article 59, Ordnance Regulations of 1852.) 

9. Property not satisfactorily accounted for cliarged at the 
money value.— Until the disposition of all Ordnance Stores has been 
satisfactorily accounted for on a quarterly return, made out according 
to Form 1, (see Appendix,) officers will be charged at the Treasury 
with the money value of ike stores. Upon such charges against any 
officer being reported to the Secretary of War, he may direct the 
amount to be stopped from his monthly pay, or in the case of officers 
of the Volunteer or Militia service, if not previously withheld, it will 
be deducted from the amount due them upon their leaving service, by 
the officer who musters them X)ut. (Paragraphs 1028, 1040, 1319, 
1390, 1392, 1645, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

10. Delinquent Officers.— The impression seems to prevail among 
many officers of the Army that because they have not been furnished 
with blank forms for making the returns called for by the Regula- 
tions, they are under no obligations whatever to make them. The 
obligations so imposed on each officer who is accountable for Ordnance 
and Ordnance Stores, issued to him at any time since his entry into 
service, are in no wise impaired or altered for this reason. The 
printed forms hereinafter enumerated have but recently been pre- 
pared, and are furnished as well for the convenience of the bureaux 
as of officers having stores in charge. Although never before sup- 
plied, every officer will be held to a strict accountability for past 
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dues, and will be required to make a return for every quarter during 
which he may have had such stores in his possession. (Paragraphs- 
1040 and 1421, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

GOING OUT OP SERVICE. 

11. Resiirnatioiis.— Where an officer who has received his commission' 
from the President of the United States tenders his resignation, it will not- 
be accepted by the War Department until he furnishes full and satis- 
factory evidence that all Ordnance and Ordnance Stores with which 
he may have been intrusted, have been duly accounted for. (Para- 
graph 27, Revised Regulations of the Army.) This evidence must be — 

First. The acknowledgment by the Chief of the Ordnance Bureau* 
of the receipt of the quarterly returns required by the regulations, 
and that they have passed the administrative scrutiny prescribed in. 
the Ordnance Office. 

Second. The acknowledgment by the Second Auditor of the Trea- 
sury that the returns have been received in his office, have been* 
examined and found correct. 

Officers of the Volunteer, or Militia service tendering their resignations, 
forward them through the intermediate commanders to the commander 
of the army corps, or department in which they are serving, which 
officers are authorized to accept them. (Paragraph 1647, Revised 
Regulations of the Army.) Upon the resignation being so accepted, the- 
officer will be duly mustered out of the service by a properly au- 
thorized mustering officer ; and this latter will be governed in all sucL 
cases by the rules prescribed below. 

12. Officers mustered out of service.— Where officers of the Vol- 
unteers or Militia are to be mustered out of service, either singly or 
with the regiment to which they belong, they must present to the- 
mustering and inspecting officer fuU and satisfactory evidence that all 
Ordnance Stores with which they have at any time been intrusted since- 
their entry into service have been duly accounted for. 

In this case, the mustering officer stands practically in the place of 
both the Second Auditor of the Treasury and the examining officers of 
the Ordnance Bureau, and he should exercise with tjie greatest care- 
and fidelity the functions of each. (Paragraphs 1390, 1392, 1645, 
Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

The evidence to be examined by him will be as follows : 

First, as to the accountability of tite officer. The register of stores- 
received and issued, (see paragragh 23,) kept at the regimental 
headquarters, or by the company commanders, (as prescribed by 
paragraph 70, * Vinstructions for making Muster Rolls," Ac, approved 
by the Secretary of War, Sept. 30, 1862,) should give a correct 
exhibit of all stores for which the regimental, or company com- 
manders are responsible. The correctness of this register should be 
duly certified to, by the officer in charge of the stores. In the 
absence of such a register, the officer should produce invoices of all 
Ordnance Stores issued to him during his term of service. 

Second, as to the manner in which such stores have been accounted for. 
The retained copies of the quarterly returns of Ordnance Stores in the 
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• 
posseflsion of the officer should be compared with the register, or with 
each data giving the amount of such stores as may be presented, in 
order to ascertain if the property has been properly taken up, or ac- 
counted for. 

Any acknowledgments from the Chief of the Ordnance Bureau and 
the Second Auditor of the Treasury, that the returns prescribed by 
the regulations have been received, examined, and found to be correct, 
should be next examined, in order to ascertain up to what time the 
property has been duly accounted for at the Ordnance Office and the 
Treasury. 

The balance on hand to be accounted for, from the last return made, 
should be covered by the receipt of either the mustering, or other 
officer competent to receive it; and the^ whole accountability should 
be duly presented to the mustering officer in the form of a quarterly 
return, dated on the day on which the muster-out takes place.' 

This return in triplicate must be authenticated by oath^ and any 
deficiency of property, not satisfactorily accounted for, will be charged 
to the officer on the muster rolls. (Paragraph 72, ''Instructions for 
making out Muster Rolls," approved Sept. 30, 1862; and paragraphs 
1390, 1645, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

The original and duplicate copies of this final return should be 
certified to, by the mustering officer, and forwarded to the Chief of 
Ordnance, for final settlement of the officer's account at the Treasury. 

If stores have been lost, thej should be accounted for as hereinafter 
prescribed. (See paragraphs 52, 63, and 54.) 

In case the officer to be mustered out has complied with the require- 
ments of the regulations during his term of service, and has made 
all necessary returns, the mustering officer will have no difficulty in 
-discharging the duty assigned him. 

But if such returns have not been made, or if the officer has no 
means of stating clearly and accurately, either by the register pre- 
scribed or otherwise, what his accountability is, or has been: if he. 
cannot present the retained copies of his quarterly returns, or the 
evidence from the officers of the Ordnance Bureau, or the Treasury, 
that he has made such returns; then the duty of the mustering officer 
is manifestly to acknowledge no indebtedness of the government to 
the officer on the official muster roll, until such evidence is produced. 
13. Accidental JLoss of Books or Papers.— Where an officer has 
made no returns, for either a part or the whole of the time he has 
been in service, and has no data in his possession by which to make 
them, owing to loss of vouchers, 'company books, or other necessary 
evidence, without any fault on his part, he shall present to the 
mustering officer a brief history of such stores as he may be account- 
able for, stating the reasons why his papers are not forthcoming, and 
what has become of the stores. 

Such a statement, verified by oath, may be considered as evidence 
to establish the facts set forth, and will be accepted by the mustering 
officer. The Secretary of War may, however, at his discretion, call 
for other evidence, as may seem in his opinion just and proper under 
the circumstances of the case. (See **Act to increase the clerical 
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and other forces of the Quartermaster GeneraFs Office, and for other 
purposes," approved February 7, 1863.) 

If officers have failed to acquaint themselves with their duties as 
prescribed by the regulations, it is their fault, and they must expect 
to suffer th-e consequences. 

It therefore behooves aU orders whose term of service is about to expire^ 
to make aU proper returns to the Treasury Department through th^ Ord- 
nance Office, to the end that they may experience no embarrassment or delay, 
when the tim/e arrives for them to be mustered out of service. 

14. Death of Otflttcers responsible for Ordnance iStores.— In case 
of the death of an officer responsible for Ordnance and Ordnance 
Stores, his immediate commanding officer should appoint a boiard of 
survey to take an inventory, and report upon the condition of the 
same. This inventory, of which the report on the condition of the 
stores forms part, should be made in triplicate, each copy duly 
signed by the board and approved by the officer ordering it. One 
copy of this inventory will be forwarded by the approving officer to 
the Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C, to be used in settling 
the officer's last quarterly return; the other two will be given to the 
officer who may be designated by the commanding officer to take 
charge of the property, to be used by him as vouchers for taking up 
the stores on his next return. (Paragraphs 1019, 1037, Revised 
Eegulations of the Army.) 

OF MAKING RETURNS. 

15. Object of niakin§r Quarterly Returns.— The object of mak- 
ing a return is to present, at stated times, in a condensed form 
according to a well-arranged system, an exact account, duly vouched 
for, of all the property with which an officer is properly to be 
debited, and also of all property with which he is to be credited. 
The difference between the two gives his exact accountgjbility. 

All the property having been classified as hereafter described, such 
of it as he is properly chargeable with, is added together, giving the 
debit side of the account, and forming the ** Total to be accounted for.^^ 

All such as has been transferred to other persons, or is otherwise 
satisfactorily accounted for by proper vouchers, is next grouped 
together, and its sum gives the credit side of the account, and forms the 
* * Total issued and expend^. ' ' This last, sub tracted from the * * Total to 
be accounted for," gives the amount with which the officer is charge- 
able on the day of making the return, or the ^^ Balance on hand to be 
accounted for on next return.^ ^ 

16. Touchers.— Every entry made on the return must be duly 
authenticated by proper vouchers, which are the legal proofs of the 
transaction, as stated in the return. Every entry should have its 
corresponding voucher; and where none has been received in the 
usual course of business, the entry should be accompanied by the 
officer's certified statement as to the facts. Thus, where stores come 
into an officer's possession, and no invoices are received, a certified 
statement of the date when received, their number or quantity, and 
the name of each article, must be furnished. 

2 
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IT. First Betorn.— When oflScers are accountable for property, 
their first return is due at the termination of the quarter in which the 
first lot of such stores came into their possession. 

1§. iriieii Due.— Quarterly returns are due at the termination of 
the oflScial quarters, namely, on the 31st day of March, 30th day of 
June, 30th day of September, and 31st day of December of the cal- 
endar year, and should be forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance, Wash- 
ington, D. C, within tioenty days after the termination of the quarter. 
(Paragraph 1421, General Regulations of the Army.) 

19. Number of Copies Required.— Three copies of each return 
are now required. First, the original copy for the Treasury Depart- 
ment ; second, a duplicate for the use of the Ordnance Office ; and, 
third, a triplicate to be retained by the officer. The original and 
triplicate copies are accompanied with complete sets of vouchers in 
all cases. With the duplicate for the Ordnance Office, vouchers are 
required as follows: 

From armories^ arsencda, and ordnance depots or agencies: abstracts 
of fabrications, of receipts from contractors, of purchases, of repairs, 
and of expenditures. 

From all other posts, from officers in charge of stores, or with regimental 
ixnd company returns, abstracts of expenditures and repairs only. 

RECORDS OF ORDNANCE PROPERTY. 

20. In general.— Every offider to whom Ordnance Stores are 
intrusted should record in detail all receipts of such property, noting 
the date of reqeption, or when he became charged with their care; 
from whom or how received, and the full name and quantity of each 
article. In the same manner should be kept an accurate list of all 
such stores as are issued, expended, or disposed of in any way 
whatsoever, giving the dates and all the circumstances connected with 
each transaction. 

31. At Arnioriesy Arsenals, Ordnance Agencies, or Depots- 
special books should be kept corresponding respectively to the 
various abstracts now required by the Ordnance Office to be entered 
in the quarterly return. (Circular No. 4, series of 1863, Ordnance 
Office, January 20, 1863.) 

These books will be as follows: for ** Stores received from the 
Army,'' **Received from Contractors," ** Received from sundry 
persons," * Tor fabrications," ^'Repairs," *Turchases," and **Stores 
taken up." The sum of all the entries in ea^ch forming the total to 
he accounted for at the post. 

In like manner: for ** Issues to the Regular Army," ** Issues to the 
Volunteers and Militia," ** Issues to Forts and Permanent Batteries," 
** Issues to Officers for their personal use," ** Issues to sundry per- 
sons," **For condemned stores;" arranged under the various heads 
of repaired, broken up, sold, or dropped; ** For expenditures," under 
the heads indicated by the business of the post; for ** Issued for current 
service;" and for *' Stores lost or destroyed." The sum of these 
entries forming the total a/ccouidedfor. 

Whether all, or how many of these books will be required, must 
be decided by the extent of the business at, and the importance of 
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the post; but every means should be taken to be able to present to 
an inspecting officer, at any time, full and satisfactory records of th^ 
current transactions of the armory, arsenal, or depot. (Paragraph 
1427, Revised Begulations of the Army; and Article 145, Ordnance 
]feeguIations, 1852.) 

22. At other postSy or ivhere Officers have Stores in charge.— 
At all other posts, such as forts, permanent batteries, and barracks; 
or where officers have stores in charge, such as acting ordnance 
officers of brigades, divisions, or army corps, and officers on recruiting 
service; records should be kept corresponding to those required at 
arsenals, according to the nature and extent of the receipt^ and 
issues. In general, books for ** Receipts of Ordnance Stores," 
** Issues (or transfers) of Ordnance Stores," ** Expenditures of Ord- 
nance Stores," and '* Losses," will be sufficient. 

23. Reirimental or Company Officers-Hshould keep records of 
the same kind, and whenever they transact any business connected 
with Ordnance Stores, it should be promptly and fully recorded in a 
suitable book under one of the above headings. For a regiment, 
one two- quire account book, cap size; and for a company, a two- 
quire memorandum book, duodecimo size, will be quite sufficient for 
this purpose. * In an ordinary pocket memorandum book can be kept 
all data required by a company officer to make out returns of Ord- 
nance Stores for a year. (See form for such a book at page 117.) 
Such books, carefully kept, will be invaluable to the officer in making 
out his returns, and will greatly facilitate the operation of settling 
his accounts at the Treasury if he wishes to resign, or by the 
mustering officer when his term of service expires. (Paragraph 70, 
''Instructions for making Muster Rolls," Ac, approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, September 30, 1862.) 

CLASSIFICATION OP ORDNANCE STORES. 

24. All Ordnance Stores prepared for issue are divided into ten 
general classes, numbered one to ten, inclusive, forming pabt first 
of the Ordnance Return. 

Part second comprises all stores which properly come under the 
heads of materials or tools. 

The details of this system of classification have recently been care- 
fully revised, and the corrected form is given in the appendix. The 
attention of all officers making returns is called to the change which, 
has been made in classes nine and ten of part first. In class ten 
were formerly grouped together all such finished Ordnance Stores as 
could not properly be entered in the first eight classes; and in class 
nine were entered all parts, or incomplete sets of any of the article* 
enumerated m the first eight classes. But as it is equally necessary to 
take up parts of articles coming under class ten, the titles of these 
two classes have been changed. Class nine now comprises all miscel- 
laneous items which cannot be entered in one of the first eight classes, 
and class ten, all parts, or incomplete sets of the articles enumerated 
in classes one to nine, inclusive. 
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Id future this classification and the general arrangement of tho 
articles under each class, indicated in the form given, must he strictly 
adhered to. Accounting oflScers, at Ordnance Posts particularly, will 
see that the returns for the first quarter of 1863 conform thereto. 

The first step in making out a return is to prepare a correct 
classified list of all the articles for which the officer is responsible.* 
This is done from the invoices or inventories, which, taken together, 
must necessarily give the name of every article. If officers are at a 
loss for the proper designation of the arms in their possession, the 
correct name can always be obtained from the original invoice sent 
from an arsenal or depot, or from the classified list in the Appendix. 
In the printed forms of returns now furnished at this office for the 
use of the Infantry, Cavalry, Horse, Foot, and Heavy Artillery, the 
Signal and Ambulance Corps, and the Forts and Batteries; this clas- 
sification is made, and the principal headings under each class are 
printed; hence officers who use these forms are saved this labor. In 
all cases, however, where it is necessary to use the blank headings 
left for the purpose, they will be filled up with the correct name of 
the article as taken from the classified list, in the manner indicated 
in Form 1 of the Appendix. 

TRANSFER OF ORDNANCE STORES. 



35. UnbeiieTer an OOcer tiums over Orinance Steres to 

another person, he must deliver with them duplicate invoices, made 
out according to Form 2, (b,) page 94; and upon receipt of the 
stores, the receiving officer will return receipts in duplicate accord* 
ing to Form 7, (a,) page 102. But where the stores are turned 
over to the Quartermaster's Department for transportation to the 
officer to whom they are addressed, the quartermaster will be 
furnished with duplicate invoices. Form 2, (a,) page 92, and a 
third will be transmitted to the officer who is to receipt for the 
stores. The quartermaster retains one invoice as his voucher for the 
transaction, and forwards the other, through officers of his own 
department, to the officer who is to receive the stores. (Paragraphs 
1034 and 1401, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

The expressions "issued to,'' or ** turned over," are similar in 
import to the word ** transferred'' as used in the Quartermaster's 
Department. 

HOW TO ACCOUNT FOR STORES ON HAND, RECEIVED, 

OR TAKEN UP. 

dH. stores on Rand.— In making out the first return due, the 
line ''On hand from last return!^ is of course left blank; but on this 
line is stated, under the proper heads, in all subsequent returns, the 
^'Bcdance on hand to be accounted for^^ at the date of the last return, 
as indicated by its bottom line. 

» The date of that return must always be given in its proper place, 
when the balance on hand is entered upon the next return. 

27. Invoices of Stores.— The invoices of stores for which receipts 
have been given are next to be entered. Endorse them as prescribed 
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in Form 2, (a) or (b,) pages 93 and 95, as the case may require; 
number tliem in order of date of reception, which should be noted on 
the back of the invoice at the time the stores are received; if this has 
been neglected, number them according to the date of the invoices 
themselves. Note in the proper columns of the return the date and 
number of each, and after the words ** received from," write the 
name of the officer making the invoice, with his rank, and enter the 
stores enumerated under the proper heads. 

»§• Abstracts of Receipts in irenerai.— In case there are a greater 
number of invoices to enter than there are blank lines prepared for 
them on the printed forms, or can conveniently be ruled in the form of 
return prescribed by Circular No. 4, Series of 1863, dated Ordnance 
Office, January 20, 1863; the invoices should be classified into those 
* ''from the Army, ' ' * 'from cordractors, ' ' and from * ' aU other persons;^ ' 
and all, under each class, consolidated into an abstract, ruled in con- 
formity with the return; so that the date, number, name of invoicing 
officer or person, and the stores, can all be entered on it as above 
described. 

The sum of all the stores so entered in each abstract as taken 
from the total on its bottom line, should next be entered in the 
return, and dated on the last day of the quarter. 

Such abstracts should be entered in the following order, thus: 

First. ** Received from the Army, as per abstract." 

Second, ** Received from contractors, as per abstract.' ' 

Third. ** Received from other persons.'' 

39. Abstract of Receipts ft'om tiie Army.— Upon this abstract will 
be taken up all stores received from officers of the Army, whether 
Regulars, Volunteers, or Militia, as well as those received from 
military posts, or ordnance sergeants. The rank and regiment of 
officers will always be given/ (See Form on page 96.) 

30. Abstract of Receipts from Contractors.— At armories, arse- 
nals, ordnance agencies or depots, all Ordnance Stores received from 
parties furnishing such stores, under contracts made, or orders given by 
the Secretary of War and the Chief of Ordnance; or which are furnished 
in obedience to special instructions given to the commanding officers 
of such posts from the Ordnance Bureau, such stores being receipted 
for, by the officers aforesaid, on Forms Nos. 30, 34, or 38, Ordnance 
Regulations, will be taken up on the return through an Abstrad; of 
Receipts from Contractors^ in which will be given the date of the 
reception of the stores, from whom received, the names of the 
articles, and the date and number of the certificate of inspection on 
which the receipt is acknowledged. This abstract will b^ in triplicate. 
(Form No. 3, (b,) page 98.) 

For this class of receipts at the posts enumerated, there are no 
vouchers retained by the receipting officer; whereas, in the case of 
purchases paid for at the post, the cash vouchers (Form No. 13) are 
the evidences whereon to base the statements contained in the 
Abstracts of Purchases. The abstracts of receipts from contractors 
and the abstract of purchases should, therefore, exhibit a return of 
all stores received at the post which are directly chargeable to an 
appropriation, either at the post or at the Ordnance Office. 
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31. Abstract of Receipts Arom all other persons^—Under this 
abstract will be enumerated receipts from any persons not included 
in either of the classes above described, such as civilians in the 
employ of any of the departments, or from the Navy. 

As a general rule, regimental and company officers will seldom 
find it necessary to make an abstract of receipts, as the blank forms 
provided for the use of Infantry, Cavalry, and Light Batteries, adijait 
of making five such entries. 

33. Abstracts of Fabrications and Purchases.— At armories, 
arsenals, ordnance agencies, or depots, where fabrications and pur- 
chases are made, abstracts of each should be prepared, covering all 
vouchers under each head accumulated, during the quarter, according 
to Forms 3 (a) and 4, pages 97 and 99, These abstracts will be 
entered on the returns in the order indicated above. 

Ordnance oflScers on detached duty, making purchases of pro'perty, 
will, in making their returns, be guided by the above rules. 

33. Statement of Repairs.— Where Ordnance Stores, previously 
borne on the return as unserviceable, have been repaired during the 
quarter, or when important repairs have been made during the 
quarter to stores previously reported as serviceable, either under 
the authority of a duly authorized inspector, or that conveyed 
by paragraph 1388, Revised Regulations of the Army; a list of 
stores so repaired and transferred from unserviceable to serviceable 
during the quarter, will be made out according to Form 5, page 100, 
and this list will be entered as follows: 

First. On the debit portion of the return, immediately after the 
abstracts of fabrications and purchases; or, if there are none, after 
the receipts of stores, taking up all serviceable articles under the 
proper headings. 

Second. On the credit portion of the return, using the last line, 
and entering all unserviceable articles in their proper columns. 
The principle being, to add all the serviceable stores to the return, 
and from it to subtract all the unserviceable ones. 

34. Stores taken np.— It is the duty of all officers of the army to 
take up on their quarterly returns all Ordnance Stores, the property 
of the United States, which may come into their possession in any 
other way than those just explained. For instance, all captured 
arms, accoutrements, ammunition, Ac, Ac. (Paragraph 1013, Rev. 
Reg. of the Army.) 

The date when, and the circumstances under which, such stores 
came into the officer's possession should be stated thus: '* September 
18th, taken up, captured at Antietam, Md. ;" or, ** October 20th, 
taken up, found at the post." 

35. Total to be accounted for.— The sum of all the stores thus 
entered on the quarterly return, as above described, gives the 
^^ Total to be accounted for,^' and it will be entered plainly, in figures, 
on the proper line. 
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HOW TO ENTER STORES ISSUED, CONDEMNED, EXPENDED, 
LOST, DESTROYED, OR CHARGED TO THE SOLDIER. 

STORES ISSUED.* 

36. Receipts for Stores Issued.— Receipts for stores issued should 
always be made out according to Form 7, (a,) page 102. Preparatory 
to entering them on the return, endorse as prescribed for that form, 
(page 103;) number them according to the date of the corresponding 
invoices, giving to the oldest a number next to that on the last 
voucher posted in the debit portion of the return,* enter on the 
return according to number, noting the date, number, and the name 
of the person to whom the issue was made, in the proper columns. 

3Y. Abstracts of Issues.— In case there are a greater number of 
receipts to enter than there are blank lines on the printed forms 
for such entries, they should be classified into those from the 
"Regular Army," '^Volunteers and Militia, '^ ** Forts and Permanent 
Batteries,'' '^Officers for their personal use," *' Other persons;" and 
all under each of these classes consolidated into an abstract, ruled in 
conformity with the return, so that the date, number of the receipt, 
name of receipting officer or person, and name and number of 
articles so issued, can all be entered upon it. 

When it is necessary to make these abstracts, they should be en- 
tered on the return in the following order and words : 
Firsts '* Issued to the Regular Army, as per abstract." 
Second, **Issued to the Volunteers and Militia, as per abstract." 
Third, * 'Issued to the Forts and Permanent Batteries of the United 
States, as per abstract." 

Fourth, ''Issued to Officers for their personal use, as per abstract." 
Fifth, "Issued to other persons, as per abstract." 
The first of these abstracts entered in the return should be num- 
bered next after the last voucher posted in the debit side of the 
return. 

Generally speaking, regimental and company officers will rarely find 
it necessary to make an abstract of receipts ; but when they do, the 
method indicated should be strictly followed. 

3§. Issues for personal use of Officers.— When the state of the 
public supplies will permit, one complete set of arms, accoutrements, 
or equipments may be issued to an officer for his personal use, upon 
his paying the cost price of the same to the issuing officer. (Para- 
graph 1385, Revised Regulations of the Army.) Such issues will be 
taken up on the "Abstract of issues to officers for their personal use," 
and on no other. The money received for such stores, must be credited 
to the proper appropriation on the issuing officer's account current. 
The "issuing officer" here spoken of, is understood to be a disbursing 
officer of the Ordnance Department. 

Where officers, desirous of obtaining a set of arms or equipments 
under the above regulation, are stationed too far from an arsenjal or 
ordnance depot to purchase them from an officer or agent of the 
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Ordnance Department, and have in their possession for the use of 
their commands such articles as they require, they will be allowed 
to take a set for their personal use, by refunding to any paymaster 
in the Army, or disbursing oflScer of the Ordnance Department, the 
cost price as given in the Appendix. The receipt to accompany 
the officer's quarterly return, will be made out according to Form 7, 
(b,) page 104, and will state the name of the paymaster to whom the 
money was paid. The receipts (in triplicate) of the paymaster for 
the money, will be attached to the receipts for the stores, one set to 
accompany each copy of the return. 

39. Use of Certified Iniroices.— When the receipt of the officer to 
whom stores have been issued is not received by the issuing officer in 
time to accompany his property return, an invoice of the stores, cer- 
tified to by him, an3 the receipt of the quartermaster (to whom the 
stores were turned over) for the packages, will be substituted for the 
receipt. Such vouchers will be endorsed in the same manner as in- 
voices, and numbered in the series of receipts. (Note to Form 7, 
page 435, Revised Kegulations of the Army.) 

Although these papers are thus filed in lieu of receipts, the proper 
ones, when received, will be forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance, 
with a letter of transmittal, stating to what quarter's papers they 
appertain. 

40. Stores cannot be Issued to Enlisted men.— Returns are con* 
stantly received at the Ordnance Office in which all the arms and 
accoutrements on hand are disposed of by the entry, * * Issued to mem- 
bers of Co. F," ic, or ** Issued to non-commissioned officers of the 
company," "Issued to the Armorer," &c. Such *4ssues" or transfers 
of property are entirely inadmissible. No non-commissioned officer, 
(except ordnance sergeants — paragraph 1389, Revised Regulations) 
or enlisted man can receipt for, or be held accountable for public 
property of any description on a return ; and no issues but those to 
Commissioned Officers^ Ordnance Sergeants in the Begidar Army^ Military 
Storekeepers of the Ordnance Department^ or other person specially 
authorized, will be recognized. (Paragraphs 1389 and 1390, Revised 
Regulations of the Army.) 

All enlisted men are directly responsible to their commanding officer 
for the Ordnance Stores in their possession. The commanding officer 
is alone responsible to the Treasury Department. 

UNSEEVIOBABLE PEOPEBTY. 

41. In General.— Before making any final disposition of Ordnance 
Stores which are worn out or damaged, from any cause whatever, 
whether repairable or not, they should be submitted for examination 
and report to an inspecting officer, either of the Inspector General's 
Department, or otherwise specially designated, as indicated in 
paragraph 1021, Revised Regulations of the Army. Such property 
cannot be dropped from the return without due authority. (Para- 
graph 1033, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

At arsenals, or other pa'tnanent posts, or where an officer has 
stores in charge, and it is desirable to make an inventory of every 
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thing on hand, with a view to a thorough inspection, or a correction 
of the second quarter's return on the 30th of June, in each year; an 
accurate inventory of all the property must be made out by the 
officer accountable for it, according to Form 11, (a,) which, with the 
OJHicer's remarks thereon, will be submitted to the inspecting officer. 

But company or regimental officers^ having unserviceable or irrepar- 
able stores on hand which it is important to have pas^d upon by an 
inspector, and who have no occasion for making the formal inventory 
prescribed above, will make use of an inventory and inspection 
report combined — Forms 10 and 11, (b,) — ^in which they will simply 
enumerate such stores as tlxey desire to have condemned, stating 
their condition. This inventory in triplicate, will be submitted to 
ihe inspecting officer. 

49. €oiidenmation of Stiires.— The inspecting officer having made 
his examination, shall, if he condemn the stores, or any part of them, 
proceed as follows: 

. If the inspection is made at an arsenal or ordnance post, he will make 
out, according to Form 10 (a), an inventory in triplicate of all such 
as he condemns, and such as he considers repairable, and transmit the 
same through th^ proper channel to the Ordnance Office, for the 
final action of the War Department. Upon approval there, the three 
li^ts will be returned to the officer in charge of the stores, to be used 
as vouchers for his next return. 

If the inspection is made at any other post, or of stores in cliarge of 
an cffi^er, an inventory being presented, made out according to Form 
11 (a), then he will make out in triplicate, according to Form 10 (a), 
separate lists of articles to be repaired, to be broken up, to be sold, 
or to be dropped. 

If it is an inspection of st(yres to he condemned only, the inventot-y 
being made out on the combined inventory and inspection report, 
Form 10 and 11 (bj, the inspector will note such as he directs to be 
broken up, or dropped^ in the places indicated in the form, with his 
remarks thereon. 

These lists, duly signed by the inspector, will be by him trans- 
mitted to the headquarters of the Army, or Department in which the 
officer in charge of the stores is serving, for final approval by the 
General Commanding, or the Chief Ordnance officer at headquarters; 
except where sales of Ordnance Stores are recommended, in which case 
the lists must be forwarded to the War Department for final action. 

Upon being so approved, the three copies will be sent to the officer 
accountable for the stores, to be used by him as vouchers in making 
out his next quarterly return. One copy of each list, or of each 
inventory and inspection report, will accompany each copy of the 
return. (Paragraphs 1022 and 1023, Revised Regulations of the 
Army, as modified by Article III of General Orders No. 189, series 
of .1862, Adjutant General's Office, Washington, D. C.) 

43. Stores to ibe HiBpaired.-^Ordinary repairs can usually be 
made in the company, or at the post, with the means provided for 
that purpose by the Ordnance Department; but if the repairs 
required are too extensive to be so executed, the inspecting officer 
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should direct that the stores be sent to the nearest arsenal or depot. In 
such a case, the report of the inspecting officer will be the authority 
of the officer in charge of the stores for making the shipment. 

In the absence of an inspecting officer, commanding officers can, 
on their own authority, send to the nearest arsenals all arms, accou- 
trements, or equipments needing repairs which cannot be made by 
the troops. (Paragraph 1388, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

44. Statement of Repairs.— Where stores have been repaired, 
as previously described in paragraph 33, a list will be made out 
according to Form 5, page 100; and this list will be duly entered on 
the credit side of the return, as explained in the above paragraph; 
the same statement serving as a voucher for both entries. 

46. Stores broken up or sold.— Stores in the hands of troops, 
of sufficient value to be broken up or sold, should, as a general rule, 
be sent to the nearest arsenal or depot to be so disposed of, as either 
can usually be done to more advantage at these places than anywhere 
else. The inspecting officer should exercise a just discretion in 
this matter. 

47. Stores dropped.— Where stores are ordered to be dropped, 
the officer responsible for them will enter the official list in his 
return, giving it a number next after that of the last receipt or 
abstract of receipts entered, and after the words ** condemned and 
dropped by order of," will give the name of the approving officer. 

It must be borne in mind that no unserviceable property can be 
dropped from a return without proper authority. (Paragraph 1033, 
Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

STORES EXPENDED. 

48. Antntunition and Material for Manofaeture, or Repairs-^ 

Are the only Ordnance Stores which can be ** expended," taking the 
meaning of the word as used in a quarterly return. Frequently 
returns are received at the Ordnance Office in which arms and 
accoutrements are put down as expended. Such entries are entirely 
inadmissible, and if made to cover losses, the stores so lost must be 
accounted for as hereinafter described. Where ammunition or material 
for repairs has been expended, an abstract of such expenditures, 
according to Form 9 (a) or (6), pages 106 and 107, must be prepared; the 
total of such expenditures, as shown by this abstract, will be entered 
after the words ''Expended as per abstract;'' the date will be that 
of the last day of the quarter, and the number the next to that of the 
last voucher entered. In the abstract will be stated explicitly 
whether the stores have been expended in practice, in action, or for 
repairs, and the amount expended under each head respectively. 

DAMAGE TO, LOSS, OB DESTRUCTION OF STORES. 

49. Damage to, Iiosses, or Destruction of Ordnance Stores 

may be divided into two classes; namely, .such as are accidental, or due 
to causes over which the officer in charge has no control; and such as 
are preventable, and due to carelessness, willfulness, or neglect. 
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DAMAGE OB LOSS — UNAVOIDABLE. 

50. Accidental Damaffe, or Deficiency.— Accidental damages 
or deficiencies may be still further divided into such as occur in the 
ordinary course of service, and such as are incidental to an active 
campaign. 

ff 1. Damages and Deficiencies occurring ordinarily in Serrice. 
When Ordnance Stores are received by an oflScer, it is his duty 
to carefully examine their condition. If there are any discrep- 
ancies between the quantity, or quality received, and that ex- 
pressed in the invoices; if any of the stores are damaged, or have 
have been lost in transportation, a question of administrative re- 
sponsibility is to be determined; and it then becomes the duty of the 
receiving officer to apply to his immediate commanding officer for a 
board of survey, to which all the evidence in the case shall be re- 
ferred, and which shall decide on whom the responsibility rests. 
The report of the board, approved by the officer ordering it, will be 
the officer's voucher for such relief from responsibility in the matter 
as equity may require. 

In like manner, where any damage or deficiency is discovered in 
property in use, or in store, arising from any cause not ordinary wear, 
a board of survey will be called; whose decision, approved by the 
officer ordering the board, will govern the action of the officer 
responsible for the stores. In all cases duplicate copies of the 
decision of the board should be furnished, one to accompany the origi- 
nal copy of the return, the other to be retained by the officer. 

It should be recollected, however, that boards of purvey have 
no power to cordemn public property. (Paragraphs 1018, 1019, 1020, 
1033, 1036, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

59. liosses.— Where stores are lost or destroyed, and' cannot be 
presented for the action of a board of survey, they must be accounted 
for by the affidavit of one or more persons cognizant of the facts, by 
the certificate of a commissioned officer, or other satisfactory evidence. 
Such affidavits, or certificates, being used as vouchers in the case, 
should be in duplicate^ (Paragraphs 1030 and 1392, Revised Regu« 
lations of the Army.) 

53. liosses or Damages during a Campaiffn.— Where Ordnance 
Stores are ordered to be abandoned or destroyed during a campaign, 
and are not enumerated in the (yrder ; a board of survey should be 
called to make inventories of the property. Such inventories, in 
duplicate, duly approved, together with certified copies of the order 
directing the destruction of the stores, will be the officer's vouchers 
for the loss of the property, and they will be filed accordingly. 
(Paragraphs 1019 and 1030, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

If the stores are enumerated in the order, duplicate certified copies 
of it, together with a certified statement of all the circumstances by 
the officer responsible for them, will be the vouchers in the case. If 
the order directiqg the destruction of the stores was a verbal one, or 
no copy of the written order could be procured, it must be so stated 
in the officer's certificate. 
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54. Stores I«ost in Action.— Arms or other stores lost in an en- 
gagement, must be accounted for in the same manner as above indi- 
cated. The certified atatement of the officer responsible for them 
will set forth the date when, the place where, and all the circum- 
stances under which the loss took place. In cases where the circum- 
stances did not come under the cognizance of the officer ; the affidavit 
of a non-commissioned officer, or, if not procurable, that of one or 
more privates, covering the facts of the case, must be obtained, in 
duplicate, and filed as vouchers. (Paragraphs 1030, 1031, 1392, and 
1645, General Regulations of the Army. For Form of such a state- 
ment, see page 115.) 

DAMAGE OE LOSS — PEEVBNTABLE. 

55. lioss or Bamage Cbargeable to tbe Officer.— If any article 
of public property is lost or damaged by neglect or fault of an officer, 
he will be required to pay the value of the article, amount of dam- 
age, or cost of repair, at such rates as a board of survey, with the 
approval of the commanding officer, may assess, according to the 
circumstances attending such loss or damage. 

Or^ if he cannot account in a satisfactory manner for stores intrusted 
to him, he will be charged with the value of the property so unac- 
counted for, when his accounts are settled at the Treasury. Such 
charges, made against an officer, will be stopped against his pay, 
upon the case being reported by the Treasury Department to the 
Secretary of War; and in the case of Volunteers or Militia, where 
the necessary stoppages have not been made previously, the amount 
will be charged against his pay by the mustering officer at the expi- 
ration of his term of service. (Paragraphs 1027, 1319, 1645, Revised 
Regulations of the Army.) 

56. liosscs to be borne by Commanding Officers of Companies. 
Commanding officers of companies receive $10 per month for the 
responsibility of clothing, arms, and accoutrements. (Act March 27, 
1827, sec. 2.) This provision is made to cover all losses sustained by 
the officer in charge, which cannot be traced clearly to circumstances 
over which the officer had no control, which cases are provided for 
as hereinbefore described. 

57. Iiosses Ciiarireable to the Soldier.— But if it arises from the 
carelessness, neglect, or willfulness of the soldier, he must be charged 
with the money value of the article or articles so lost or destroyed, 
on the next muster roll; as, for instance, where a soldier loans his 
musket on his own responsibility, and it is not returned; or leaves it 
where it should not be left, as in a wagon, on the march, and it is 
lost. 

Or, if any stores for which he is accountable are missing from his 
tent, when he is not necessarily absent by order, he should be 
charged with their value. 

Ammunition expended without orders, or not in the line of the 
soldier's duty, or which may be damaged or lost by his neglect, must 
invariably be charged to him. 
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Charges against a mMier should only he made on deopr, proofs and 
never without an inquiry, if he demand it. Such an inquiry should 
be made by a board of survey duly appointed. 

Stoppages on account of government in such case^ must have precedence 
of aU others. 

A certified statement, giving the date when the loss or damage 
occurred, the name of the «)ldier, the articled charged, their total 
value, and the date of the muster and pay roll on which the charges 
are entered, will be made, in triplica^, according to the Form in the 
Appendix, page 114; will be dated on the last day of the quarter^ 
numbered next after the abstract of expenditures, if Inhere i^ one^ 
and the total amount of the stores so charged will be entered in the 
proper place on the credit side of the return. One statement accom- 
panies each copy of the return. (See paragraphs 107, 1027, 1028, 
133^, 1390, and 1393, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

5§. LteaTing: Arms and AeeoatreHteiits on tbe Battle-fieM.-- 
Being wounded is the only possible excuse for a soldier's leaving hi& 
arms or accoutrements on the battle-field. How far this can be made 
an excuse, depending as it does, on the nature of the injuries re- 
ceived, must be a matter to be decided by the officer responsible for 
the arms. Arms or accoutrements thrown away for any oth^r cause,; 
should invariably be charged to the soldiers at their full value. 

59. Arms taken By Desertersu—Where arms, accoutrements, or 
other Ordnance Stores, are stolen by deserters, their value must ba 
charged to them on the first muster and pay roll on which the deser- 
tion is reported, and a transcript of these charges, on the statement 
above indicated,^ must accompany the next return. (See Form on 
page 114, and paragraph 1327, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

dO. Arms lost by Civilians in Oovemment employ.— Arms lost, , 
destroyed, or embezzled by hired men in the employ of any depart- 
ment, will be charged in the same manner, at such a valuation as may 
be determined by a board of survey, (if necessary,) a certified statement 
made of it, in triplicate, and the money turned over to the nearest Ord- 
nance Officer, to be credited by him to the appropriation for *' Pur- 
chase of arms for Volunteers and Regulars.' ' One copy of the state- 
ment is filed with each copy of the return. (Paragraph 1029, Revised 
Regulations of the Army.) 

61. Price foists of all the Ordnance and Ordnance Stores used by 
the troops will be found in the Appendix ; the price of all articles not 
enumerated therein can be obtained at the Ordnance Office, Washing- 
ton, D. 0. 

CLOSING THE RETURN. 

62. Total Issued and Expeiided.~The sum of all stores issued, 
dropped, expended, lost, destroyed, or charged against the soldier, 
entered as directed above, will give the '* Total issued and expended/' 
and it will be entered on the proper line, the sum of each kind of 
article under its proper head, in large, plain figures. 

63. Balance to be accounted for.—The sum of all the articles so 
issued and expended, subtracted from the sum of all the articles *'To 
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be acoounted for," gives the amount ^^ Remaining on hand to he ac* 
counted for on next return;^' and this diflference will be entered, in 
PLAIN FIGURES, on the line indicated. (See Form No. 1, Appendix.) 

GENERAL MEMORANDA. 

64. Unserviceable but repairable property.— Where Ordnance 
Stores are unserviceable but repairable, they should be put in order, 
if possible, with the means ordinarily furnished to companies or 
regiments; being spare parts of arms, armorers' or saddlers' tools, 
and su^h other tools and materials as the Ordnance Manual prescribes 
for issue to light artillery batteries, or the forts. If the case warrants 
it, the stores may be sent to the nearest arsenal for such repairs as 
are required. They should be properly packed, and must, if turned 
over to a quartermaster for transportation, be accompanied 'by 
duplicate invoices, signed by the oflScer responsible for them. Troops 
on a campaign should never keep on hand any stores requiring 
extensive repairs; but, where it is possible, should always dispose of 
them as above directed. They are too often lost or destroyed when 
commands are hurriedly moved; and, if retained, take up much 
valuable transportation. (Paragraphs 1025 and 1388, Revised Regu- 
lations of the Army.) 

65. Regrlinental Armorers.— Commanding officers of all regiments 
armed with any muskets, rifles, or carbines, other than the Spring- 
field rifled musket, model of 1855-61-63, are authorized to detail 
from their regiments a competent and skillful mechanic to act as an 
armorer to repair the arms of the regiment. Requisitions for a set 
of armorers' tools, and such spare parts as are required, stating par- 

•ticularly the kind and calibre of the arm, will be made by commanders 
of regiments entitled to armorers under this order; which requisitions, 
after being duly approved at the department or army headquarters, 
will be forwarded to the Chief of Ordnance, at Washington, for final 
action. (General Orders, No. 189, A. G. 0., Washington, Novem- 
ber 18, 1862.) 

66. Payment of Armorers.- Accounts for the extra-duty pay 
allowed by paragraph 902, General Regulations of the Army, for 
such services, will be made, in duplicate, on Form No. 13, (c,) page 
113, Appeiidix, special blanks for which can be obtained from the 
Ordnance Bureau, Washington, D. C. These accounts, duly certified by 
the regimental commander, and accompanied by a certified copy of the 
regimental order placing the armorer on extra duty^ will be forwarded 
to the Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C, or to the chief Ord- 
nance Officer at the headquarters of the Department or army, for 
their approval; and, when so approved, will be paid at the nearest 
arsenal, or by any Disbursing Officer of Ordnance in the field. 
(General Orders, No. 189, A. G. 0,, Washington, November 18, 1862.) 

67. Disposition of Surplus Stores.— All surplus Ordnance Prop- 
erty for which company or regimental commanders are responsible, 
will, as a general rule; particularly when troops are on an active 
campaign, be disposed of, as above directed, for unserviceable stores. 
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When regiments are in the field, the number of effective men is 
constantly diminishing, and the number of arms, accoutrements, &c., 
not in use, increases accordingly. As companies decrease in numbers, 
company commanders should turn over, from time to time, all 
surplus stores on hand to the regimental quartermaster, taking his 
oflScial receipt for the same. The quartermaster may retain in his 
hands a moderate supply of stores, if he has any means of trans- 
portation for them; for instance, twenty sets of arms and accoutre- 
ments; but as fast as they accumulate on his hands, all the surplus 
above this number should be shipped to the nearest arsenal or depot. 
If^ koioever, he has no suitable transportation or store-room at his com- 
mand^ they shotdd be shipped as fast as received. 

In shipping such stores, the rules laid down in paragraph 25 
must be scrupulously observed. 

It may be here observed, that where a company officer transfers 
surplus stores in his possession to the regimental quartermaster, with 
the consent of the commanding officer of the regiment, as well as in 
all other transfers of property from one officer to another, the Forms 
of invoices and receipts herein prescribed must invarioMy be used. 
Many officers, for want of proper information on this poii^t, use a 
Quartermaster's Form for special requisitions (No. 40) for this pur- 
pose; the use of this,^ or any other form not prescribed in these 
instructions, for all business connected with the rendition of returns 
of Ordnance property, should be avoided. 

Such a disposition of company property must of course be made 
with the approval of the commanding officer of the regiment. 
Surplus Ordnance and Ordntoce Stores at any military post not an 
ordnance depot, which are considered by the commanding officer 
unnecessary for the service of the post, should be transported to the 
nearest arsenal or depot; provided the removal of such stores shall 
be first sanctioned by an Inspector General, or by the Commander of 
the Department in which they are situated. 

Officers commanding posts should report all surplus stores to the 
commander of the department, or to any properly appointed inspecting 
officer, when present at the post on a tour of inspection, who should 
designate the place to which they ought to be removed. (Articles 
86 and 89, Ordnance Regulations of 1852.) 

68. ArmiuiT Kecmits.— Recruits joining a regiment in the field 
are usually armed before they reach it. If not, requisitions should 
be made for only the actual number of arms required. 

69. Disposition of Arms in tbc bands of Sick or "Wounded Iflen. 

Whenever a soldier, by reason of severe illness or wounds, is obliged 
to be sent to a regimental or general hospital; it is the duty of the 
commanding officer, he being responsible for the arms of the man, to* 
see that all arms and accoutrements he has in his possession are 
returned to the company armory. After an engagement, such officers 
should make it one of tJieir first duties to see that all Ordnance Property 
in the hands of such of the men as have been kiUed or wounded^ has been 
ga^Iiered up and properly secured. 
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VO. OMiMiiice Stares only shonM be entered on tile Ordimnce 
Retupn.--MaDy officers enter on th« Ordnance Property Return, axes, 
spades, tents, &c., belonging to the Quartermaster's Department. No 
other kind of property than that enumerated in the Classification of 
Ordnance Stores, or such as has been received originally from tlie 
Ordnance Department, dhould be taken up on this return* (Para- 
graphs 1026, 1432, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

91. MinoF details of nuftking out a Retnm.— State in the caption 
the full official designation of the military organization, or post for 
which the return is made. If for a company, the distinguishing let* 
*ter, the number of the regiment to which it belongs, (in figures ;) if 
Volunteers or Militia, give the State from which it comes. Give tke 
last day of the quarter and the year. 

Fill in the blanks in the headings, as explained in the notes, or as 
indicated in Form No. 1, Appendix. 

Fold all invoices, receipts, statements, lists, and certificates to be 
used as vouchers, 3 J inches wide, in the direction of the ruled lines^ 
Endorse each as indicated in the forms given in the Appendix. Fold 
the printed forms as indicated by the endorsement. 

Fill up the body of the return in conformity with these instructions. 

Sign the certificate legibly, with full name; under it write the 
official title, giving company and regiment. , No return should be 
signed by a clerk in the name of the officer. 

Give the name of the station. The date will be that of the last 
day of the quarter for which the return is made. Below this, write 
post office address of the station, and not the post office address of the 
officer' s home, as is frequently done. 

Write out the '* triplicate " to be retained first; next the dupli- 
cate ; and, lastly, the original for the Treasury. This will give neat 
and accurate copies to the bureaux at Washington. 

73. Directions for TransmitttniT the Returns.— Arrange one 
complete set of vouchers in order of numbers ; put a paper slip around 
them to keep them together, and tie them up with the ** Original 
copy for the Treasury." The duplicate for the Ordnance Office will 
be accompanied by abstracts of fabrications, purchases, repairs, ex- 
penditures, and statements of charges, or such of them as are shown 
to be necessary in these instructions. 

Mail the " Original" with its vouchers, and the ** Duplicate" with 
its abstract, or abstracts, accompanied by a letter of transmittal, 
to the Chief of Ordnance, Washington, D. C, within twerUtf days 
after the expiration of the quarter for which the return is made. 
(Paragraph 1421, Revised Regulations of the Army.) The triplicate 
copy of the return, with its vouchers, is retained by the officer for 
reference in making out his next quarterly return. Volunteer and 
Militia officers should pBeserve these triplicates, with their vouchers, 
with care; as they will be required by the mustering officer to settle 
their accounts upon their leaving service. (Paragraphs 453, 455, 
457, 1645, Revised Regulations of the Army.) 

73. All mail matter to Chief of Ordinance is Free.— Communica- 
tions are daily received at the Ordnance Office on official business, on 
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which postage has been paid; this is unnecessary, as all official com- 
munications to the Chief of Ordnance are free. 

74. How to mall Returns.— In mailing returns, care ^ould be 
taken to see that all papers connected with them are transmitted in 
one package. The letter of transmittal should, in all cases, iTmariably 
accompany the papers to which it refers. } 

75. Printed Forms.— The following printed blank forms, Vor use 
in making out returns, are now furnished at the Ordnance OflSce, 
Washington, D. C. Applications for them, by letter, should state 
explicitly for how many quarters the blanks are required, and the 
arm of service for which they are to be used : 

Form No, 1 (a). — For Infantry and Heavy Artillery. 

Form No. 1 (b). — For Cavalry. 

Form No. 1 (c). — For OflScers of the Signal Corps. 

Form No. 1 (d). — For Officers of the Ambulance Corps. 

Form No. 1 (e). — For Foot and Horse Artillery Batteries. 

Form No. 1 ({). — For Forts and Permanent Batteries. 

Form No. 1 (g). — For Armories, Arsenals, Ordnance Agencies and 
Depots, or Ordnance Officers having stores in charge. (Printed covers, 
fly-leaves, and ruled return paper only.) 

Form No. 2 (a) and (b). — Ordnance Invoices. 

Form No. 7 (a). — Ordnance Receipts. 

Form No. 9 (a). — Abstract of Expenditures for the use of Infantry 
and Cavalry. 

Form No. 9 (b). — Abstract of Expenditures for the use of Foot and 
Horse Artillery Batteries and Forts. 

Form No. 10 and 11 (b). — Inventory and inspection report com- 
bined, for the use of company and regimental officers having stores 
to condemn.
